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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Gibson discloses a method for allowing users to 
expose and select subject and target objects during drag and drop operation. Gibson discloses monitoring and detecting the movement 
of a visual indicator from a source viewport to a target viewport, and instructions that automatically rearrange the viewports to raise the 
target viewport to a topmost position relative to all other viewports (temporary order, timer), exposing previously obscured visual icons. 
The invention includes instructions that allow the user to temporarily prevent the automatic rearrangement of the overlapping viewports i 
order to maintain the viewports in a particular stacked configuration. Gibson does not use the word timer but it clearly teaches that the 
viewports are maintained in a specific order for some time and then are rearranged after an elapsed time. 
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
